Even Women Officials 
Are Not “Straight” 


Jean Nortis, New York’s first .wo- 


man magistrate, has been removed: 
from office on findings of misfeas- 


ance of office. The degradation of 
this official will be a severe blow to 


all those who hoped .that the partic-. 


ipation by women in public affairs 
and in the courts would lead to a 
purification of standards. It is only 
faiy to admit, however, that the fail- 
ure of one woman magistrate to 
withstand monetary temptation does 
not prove that many other women in 
the same post would have acted the 
same way. 

No other New York magistrate 
had so large a percentage of convic- 
tions of women offenders, but. the 
inquiry into her record on the bench 
bore out the ¢hatge that several of 
these unfortunates were not accord- 
ed’a fair trial, . Evidence showed 
that in one case she placed a girl on 
trial without warrant and without 
counsel, and convicted her on insuf- 
ficient. evidence, violating all the 
prisoners ‘constitutional ts, In 
the case of other defendants, whom 
evidently she did not like, she alter- 
ed the record to their prejudice. She 
took stock in a: bonding company and 
sat in a judicial capacity to deter- 
mine the validity of the bonds. She 
hired herself to write testimonials to 
the worth of medicinal compound she 
had taken, getting her picture in 
the advertisement as a magistrate. 


Trying to Force 
Germany’s Hand 


Two London newspapers!of widely 
divergent politics—the Conservative 
Times and the Laborite Herald— 
urged yesterday that Germany be in- 
duced to suspend naval construction 
now in progress and to drop her 

roposed customs union with Austria 
in return for the assistance render- 


,ed her as a result of the Hoover mor- 


atorium. So far, it is pointed out, 
Germany has. not been asked to make 
material concessions in connection 
with the moratorium. 

Despite the strong support which 
appears to be given these’ proposals 
ey = hardly be termed sound or 

cal. 

ake, first, the gestion that 
Germany forsake ie, | construction. 
One of the anticipated results of the 
United States gesture is that it will 
produce a new spirit of international 
goodwill and will help the disarma- 
ment movement. This seems highly 
probable and no doubt further dis- 
armament will be effected soon. 
However, the only method by which 
disarmament can be effected with 
harmony is by mutual agreement be- 
tween nations to reduce ship by ship, 
gun by gun, ton by ton—so that, es 
disarmament continues, a constant 
and fair ratio is kept between the 
disarining nations, having due refer- 
enc to the needs of each. To force 
drastic curtailment of Germam arma- 
ments, by taking advantage of a fin- 
ancial crisis; would produce a_ justi- 
fied discontent in that nation. If 
Germany has been forgiven for hav- 
ing been at war with us, her right 
to arm herself im proportion to the 
other nations of the world cannot be 
disputed. 

‘ake the question of the proposed 
Austro-German customs union. Be- 
fore the present financial crisis in 
Germany is used as weapon to smash 
the scheme of economic unity be- 
tween Austria and Germany, it has 
to be established that such is detri- 
mental to European welfare. The 
fact that France and Italy do not 
like the idea does not imply that it 
is necessarily a ,bad idea. ondly, 
it has to be proven that it is pos- 
sible to squash the Austro-German 
customs union without storing up 
powder for a future European ex- 
plosion. Current opinion in certain 
responsible circles in Great Britain 
is that the proposed customs union és 
perfectly natural and that, though it 
may be stponed, it wil! never be 
abandoned. Thirdly, it is not at all 
certain that the present momen: ‘s a 
time for pleyirg politics. 

When, some weeks ago, France at- 
tempted to utilize the Austrian fin- 
ancial crisis for the same purpose— 
to smash the scheme for an Austro- 
German customs union—criticism ran 
very high in Great Britain. While 
France was attempti to force a 
promise out of Austria never to 
unite with Germany, following  col- 
lapse of Baron Louis Rothschild’s 
Credit Anstalt, the Bank of England, 
with the aid of the lish branch of 
the Rothschild family, advanced 
$22,500,000 to tide Austria over the

. Edmonton, July 11—Operation. of 
slot machines in Alberta will be abol- 
ished as from September 1 next. ac- 
cording to an announcement on Fri- 
day by Premier J. E. Brownlee. This } 
abolition will be brought about by 
proclamation of an act passed several 
years ago, but which has remained 
without being put in force.

In discussing impending proclama- 
tion of the act, the Premier said slot 
‘machines had been causing consider- 
able trouble in this and other  pro- 
vinces. 

Recently raids have been carried 
out in several Ontario points and it 
was found that earnings of some slot 
machines ran into startling figures. 

The matter was then considered 
here and on the advice of the At- 
torney General’s department the 
Government has deemed it advisable 
to prohibit operations of the machin- 
es in Alberta. 


SHARP FASCIST ANSWER 
GIVEN TO POPE PIUS 

‘ROME, July 15—The directors of 
the Fascist party with Premier Mus- 
solini at their ica Tuesday night 
issued a long declaration in which 
they branded as ‘‘lies*’ the criti- 
cism of Fascism by Pope Pius XI. 

The declaration was issued after 
a five-hour session of the director- 
ate. It implied that in this recent 
aigagta the Pope ‘‘defamed’’ Fas- 
cism. The declaration also _init- 
jiated vigorous efforts to gather the 
entire youth of Italy into the Fas- 
cist ‘fold. 

The directors decided to show tar 
strength of Fascism as a fighting 
and manoeuvering force by mobiliz- 
ation to be ordered some time soon, 
the date to be announced 48 hours 
in advance. The Fascists will mass 
in Northern Italy on the Piave bat- 
tlefields. Reports were presented 
showing that the party ‘has a solid 
memberhip of 873,000 adults and 42,- 
000 youths. 

Behind this active force there was 
said to be more than 2,000,000 in 
the juvenile organization, taking in 
boys from eight years up.

Premier John 
Bracken, ‘Tuesday night disclosed 
that the premiers had received a 
letter from Premier R. B. Bennett 
advising that the Canadian Govern- 
ment does not see its way clear to 
set up the proposed prairie-wide 
board.

Same Schemes Tried 


For Many Centuries 


‘*The history of Agricultural dis- 
tress, is the history of agricultural 
abundance.’’ 

The expression ‘‘the world has 
changed,’’ is much in use these 
days, when referri to the present 
topsyturveydom at tines in gener- 
al the world over. 

The present world depression in 
trade is responsible perhaps more 
than anything else, for the growth 
of this idea that the wo1 has 
chenged or is changing, meaning of 
course that economic conditions the 
world over have changed. 

Hence the number of conferenc:s 
eeyrenbne all sections of society 
religious, political and commercial 
being held and at which the discus- 
sions revolve about the one universal 
theme, the conditions into which the 
world, economically has drifted and 
is drifting in the opinion of many 
anxious observers, from ‘ad _ to 
worse. 

And so the ‘‘man in the street’’ 
hearing and seeing so much as he 
does, of the changes in thought and 
in trade and commerce, taking place 
all around him, forms a more. or 
less vague idea in his mind that the 
world must have changed, since he 
was a boy.’’ 

Nothing seems to be the same. 
‘(In the good old days’’ and so on 
he muses, and forms comparisons as 
to why things worked out then and 
now often forgetting or perhaps 
failing to realize that ‘‘in the good 
old daye’’ conditions in many respects 
were far worse, for the average hu- 
man than they are today. 

History has a strange habit of. re- 
peating itself. 


shrewd old Pepys sadly commenting: 

‘*Here they did talk too much of 
the present cheapness of corn, even 
to a miracle; so as the farmers can 
pay no rent, but do fling up their 
ionds,’’ 

Sounds very much like a_ descrip- 
tion of conditions in the Canadian 
west today. 

* Wise old Pepy’s furthe: remarks 
of agricultural conditions of his day, 
that ‘‘the landed gentry were grown 
sv ignorant in everything of good 
tusbandry,’’ that ‘-they did no‘ un- 
derstand even a little trade.’’ 

The old diarist was referring of 
course to the ‘‘landed gentry’’ and 
legislators of that day, who knew 
nothing apout husbandry, or of the 
laws of trade or commerce, but a lot 
abou collecting extortionate taxes 
and rents from the actual tillers of 
the soil. 

We learn also that those ‘‘ignor- 
ant’’ legislators in order to remedy 
the evils of cheapness they enacted 
the famous ‘‘corn laws’’ of 1670. 

And so the troubles began, which 
ended only in the nineteenth century 
with the wholesale repeal of the in- 
famous ‘‘corn laws’’ enacted in the 
period between 1670 and 1811-12. 

Amidst niots, starvations and 
bboodshed with the wheat bins of 
the nation full to overflowing and 
the ‘‘workhouses’’ or ‘‘ poor houses ’’ 
as we call them, equally full to over- 
flowing, the unwise legislators of the 
day went on enacting ‘‘corn law’’ 
after ‘‘corn law’’ until the price of 
corn, or wheat, was raised from 
around 32 shillings per quarter to 
around 112 shillings per quarter, un- 
til the people could no longer bear 
the burden, and the whole structure 
of protection had to be thrown over- 
board. 

And so, the history of agricultural 
depression, is also the history of ag- 
ricultural abundance. 

For, with occasional years of scar- 
city in between, nearly the whole of 
the period of the enacting of corn 
laws and the filling of poor-houses,’’ 
was a period of abundance in the 
way of agricultural production. 

The situation is ralleled today 
wher with the world full of wheat 
there is world wide agricultural de- 
pression. 

As a writer of the last century 

ints out ‘‘whenever Providence, 
hrough the blessing of geni] sea- 
sons fills the nation’s stores with 
eng stagnate then, and then only, 

as the cry of ruin to the cultivator 
been proclaimed as the one great 
evil for legislation to redress.’’ 

And ever since 1670 governments 
have been attempting the same im- 
possibilities. 


Mrs. Louise McKimney 
Dies Very Suddenly 


Mrs. Louise C. McKinney, president 
of the provincial Women’s Christian 
Temperance Union, and  vice-presid- 
ent of the World Union, who had the 
honor of being the first woman to be 
elected to a legislative body in the 
British Empire, died at her home at 
Claresholm Friday morning, follow- 
ing a brief illness. 

(Mrs. McKinney is survived by her 
husband, James McKinney, aod | one 
son, Dr. Willard McKinney, of Ber- 
lin, New Hampshire, who is expected 
to arrive in Gases topaorrow. 

‘Mrs. McKinney was perhaps best 
known through her ‘orts in the 
cause of temperance, although she 
was also an active worker: in the 
1.0.D.E. 


In recognition of her services to 
Alberta and to the Dominion, it was 
decided “this year’ to raise funds 
through the women’s organizations 
of Alberta and by private swbscrip- 
ton, for the painting of her portrait. 
It was felt that it would be a fitting 
thing to hang Mrs. McKinney’s por- 
trait in the legislative buildings at 
Edmonton, as by her election to that 
body in’ 1917, she won the dis- 
tinction of being the first woman to 
sit in a legislative assembly in the 
British Empire. 

During her recent visit in Eastern 
Canada, when she took a prominent 
part in the world convention of the 
W.C.T.U., thé portrait was commenc- 
ed by Mr. Forster in Toronto, and: it 
is hoped that he will be able ‘o fin- 
ish the painting. 

Mrs. McKinney’s life was a_ full 
and busy one, and under the most 
arduous tasks and revei-cs, her cour- 
age and spirit never flagged. A 
stiong physique was her mainstay 
through strenuous years. ; 

‘“‘T must have been born with 
some native independence,’’ it is re- 
membered Mrs. McKinney ouce said, 
‘‘because I can never remember when 
I was willing to suffer without pro- 
test.’’ 

It was due largely to Mrs. Mc- 
Kinney’s interest in women’s 
rights and to her study of laws 
regarding them that the famous 
case resulting in the admission 
of women to the Senate of Can- 
ada was carried to the Privy 
Council and won. Upon the 
definition of the word ‘‘person’’ 
as used in the British North Am- 
erica Act, this decision rested, 
and when the case was won, it 
became unique in the annals of 
Privy Council judgments as well 
as in the history of legislative 
bodies throughout the British 
Empire, 

Mrs. McKinney was bcrn in 1868 at 
Frankville, Ontario, and was the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Richard 
Crummy. She was cducated at Ath- 
ens high school and Ottawa Normal 
School. In 1806 she manried James 
McKinney, of Ottawa, 

Mrs. McKinney had always taken 
a great interest in the work of the 
W.C.T.U. and in the 1.0.D.E. 

In the general electicus of 1917 
Mrs. McKinney became the first wo- 
man to be elected to a degislative 
body in the Empire when she won 
provincial seat for Claresholm. 

Mrs. R. W. McClung, for many 
years close friend and associate work- 
er of Mrs. Louise McKinney, said in 
and interview that the blow of Mrs. 
McKinney’s death. seemed just now 
an irreparable loss, both to her work 
and to her friends. 

“It is hard for me to speak of my 
dear friend, Louise McKinney, in the 
desolation of this hour, when I can 
only think of our loss. | keep think- 
ing that she should have lived an- 
other twenty years, that we need her 
so, and have depended so much on 
her right judgment and wise lead- 
ership. 

‘But I know that when the blow 
has lost its sting we shall rejoice to 
know that she spent these good 
years among us, and held us to the 
best and highest.’’ 

‘*Mrs. McKinney was a great lover 
of people, and because she loved them 
she could not look with complacency 
on any of life’s evils. She wanted 
everyone to do well and be happy in 
the full enjoyment of all the beauti- 
ful things in life. She was a great 
organizer, a brilliant and able lead- 
er, but above all she was to those
